WILMINGTON - The state 
Welcome Home bonus pro- 
gram for returning veterans 
was expanded and updated 
over nine months ago, but 
concern remains that people 
do not know about this 
important benefit from the 
Commonwealth. The origi- 
nal bill was signed into law 
on Veterans Day in 2005 and 
provides funds for those 


returning home after certain 
military duty overseas. 

“Mitt Romney signed it 
when he was governor,” 
explains Veterans’ Agent 
Lou Cimaglia. It was a 
response to deployments 
after 9/11. The law is House 
Bill 4469, commonly referred 
to as “The Welcome Home 
Bill.” 

Cimaglia routinely advises 


veterans regarding this pro-

Other overseas assignments 
may qualify as well. The 
bonus is 100% tax free, and 
currently there is no time 
limit to apply. Veterans or 
their families can contact 
the Mass Department of 
Veterans Services or the 
state treasury department’s 
Veterans Bonus Division for 
more information. 
Eligibility details and appli- 
cations are available on line 
at mass.gov. 

“The Mass Vets Advisor 
website is always a good por- 
tal for information,” adds 
Cimaglia. The site explains 
the Welcome Home Bonus as 
well as most other state and 
federal programs.

Most of the kids in the 
morning session loved it — 
they had a half-day and the 
teacher couldn’t keep them 
after school.

MEDICARE 
SURTAXES 

To help pay the costs of health 
care reform, the 2010 law called for 
a Medicare surtax for high-income 
taxpayers to take effect in 2013.

was a small consolation, 
but there was nobody else 
around. Their friends were 
all in school. 

The School Department 
was struggling to keep up 
with a post-war building 
boom that ran through the 
1950s and 1960s. Farmland 
became subdivisions, and 
people who had put every- 
thing on hold during World 
War Two began producing 


the next generation, which . 


became the 
Boomers.” 

Wilmington built a new 
high school in 1950, and 
completed an addition in 
1956. A second addition 
opened in January 1959. 
The Wildwood School 
opened in 1954, the Glen 
Road School in December 
1959, and the Boutwell in 
October 1962. 

But the rate of completion 
of the new schools was 
slightly behind the rate of 
enrollment. The elemen- 
tary grades had become 
overcrowded, forcing the 
school committee to imple- 
ment double sessions in the 
fall of 1958 in the Swain and 
Wildwood schools for 
grades four, five and six. 
That ended with. the 
January 1959 opening of 
the Adams Street extension 
of the high school, where 14 
classes of fifth and sixth 
graders attended classes. 

In September 1959, school 
enrollment exceeded 3000 
for the first time. The prob- 
lem was compounded by

cating and authoring legislation on 
Beacon Hill that benefitted women. 

The Crier spoke with Tisei following 
the conference to raise several issues 
pertinent to women voters. 

When asked about equal pay for equal 
work, an issue raised throughout the 
campaign at national levels, Tisei stat- 
ed that as an owner of a business dom- 
inated by women, “I treat everyone 
fairly,” adding that he would likely sup- 
port workplace protection legislation. 

When asked about marriage equality, 
Tisei, who is openly gay and in a 
unique position to further mainstream 
marriage equality, told the Crier, “I 
consider myself a live and let live 
Republican. Government should get off 
your back, out of your wallets, and 
away from your bedroom. That’s my 
philosophy.” 

“Having a vote in the GOP caucus 
who isn’t afraid to speak fairly, I can 
move the ball forward on the issue,” 
Tisei continued. “Within the party 
there are a lot of people who share my 
view and want to treat everyone fairly 
under the law.” 

Reproductive rights has also become 
a hot button issue raised this year 
spurring great reaction from the politi- 
cal left, in part because of the ham- 
handedness of certain mid-western 
republicans. Tisei takes the creation of 
a controversy on as well. 

“Everybody that I talk to is con- 
cerned about jobs and the economy 
and our own personal budgets for our 
families. Things are not just bouncing 
back. That’s what women tell me their 
main concerns are. They want some 
relief,” said Tisei. “Parties will dema- 
gogue issues to scare people, not only 


the arrival of 71 students 
who were not pre-regis- 
tered. Three grades were in 
double sessions that fall, 
fourth, eighth and ninth. 
That ended on Dec. 11 with 
the opening of the Glen 
Road School. Construction 
had been delayed because 
of a steel strike. 

The Boutwell School also 
had a construction delay 
for its opening in the fall of 
1962, with double sessions 
for all six grades for a 
month and a half. The old 
West School was put back 
into service for two first 
grade classes. Two second 
grades used a room at the 
Swain School, and four 
rooms in the high school 
housed eight other classes 
in grades three through 
six. The Boutwell opened 
on October 17, 1960. 

Double sessions have not 
been used since then. In 
the 1960s, the town built 
four large schools: the 
North and West 
Intermediate, the Woburn 
Street School and _ the 
Shawsheen School.

on reproductive rights.” 

Tisei spent six years in the House of 
Representatives and twenty years in 
the Senate. During that time he worked 
to increase access to housing for single 
parents, improve programs targeting 
domestic abuse, improve supports for 
single parents like day care and health- 
care, and authored and passed a 
whistleblower protection law for 
healthcare workers. 

Tisei also noted during his remarks 
that “most start-ups are women owned 
companies. This is the least amount of 
start-ups for businesses in thirty-five 
years.” 

To help spur more start-ups Tisei 
identified key initiatives for which he’d 
advocate including keeping taxes low, 
reducing regulations, and “putting 
some predictability into the economy 
again.” 

Tisei is identified by the National 
Republican Congressional Committee 
(NRCC) as a ‘young gun’ candidate 
with a strong chance to beat Tierney in 
November’s election. 

“This is going to be a hard fought 
campaign,” said Tisei. “People are 
dying to have leaders tell them the 
truth. Down in D.C. it’s a food fight, 
overly partisan. I’m not going to make 
a lot of promises. We need common 
sense, need to put people first and the 
country first.” 

Tisei is the great grandson of Italian 
immigrants, the first member of his 
family to attend college, and the owner 
of a successful small business. He grew 
up in Lynnfield and resides in 
Wakefield. 

Tisei was first elected to the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives in 1984 at the age of 22, 


the youngest Republican ever elected. 
After six years in the House, Tisei ran 
for Senate and was then re-elected to 
ten consecutive Senate terms in an 
overwhelmingly Democratic district 
where registered Republicans are out- 
numbered, 9-1. ; 

“Being in the minority for twenty six 
years you have to learn to get along 
with people,” said Tisei, remarking on 
his experience in the minority leader- 
ship. He turned it around on his oppo- 
nent. “We have a Congressman who 
hasn’t passed a bill, who doesn’t work 
across the aisle.” 

Tierney has also been plagued by 
scandal involving his wife, Patrice, 
who pled guilty in October 2010 to “will- 
ful blindness” and tax fraud on a gam- 
bling operation that her brothers were 
running. Over the summer Daniel 
Eremian was convicted of racketing 
and Robert lives in Antigua, having 
been indicted on over 440 counts of 
racketeering, illegal gambling, and 
money laundering. While his brothers- 
in-law claim Tierney was well aware of 
everything they were doing, the 16-year 
Congressman maintains that he 
thought the offshore gambling organi- 
zation was legal. Patrice Tierney was 
sentenced to one month in prison fol- 
lowed by five months house 
arrest. Tisei praised Senator Scott 
Brown for his work with both sides of 
the aisle and indicates he would do the 
same. 

During the 2010 legislative session, he 
led opposition to the sales tax increase, 
while simultaneously offering over $1 
billion in cost-saving reform measures. 
He, was-chosen as the Republican can- 
didate for Lieutenant Governor joining 
Charlie Baker on the ticket in the 2010

into September - saying summer is winding down. No 

matter how hot the days are, the slant of the sun is dif- 
ferent and the days are shorter, the night air feels better. 
The garden is the most telling. Many of my annuals are 
leggy and tired-looking, as if to say, enough of being bright 
and perky. Some plants have dried up even with rain and 
watering. On the other hand, fall flowers like mums and 
asters and most vegetables are robust and coming into their 
own - just like the season of autumn, strong and invigorat- 
ed.

To look at a map of 
Gloucester is really the only 
way to fully grasp the intri- 
eacies and irregularity of 
the mesmerizing, beautiful 
coastline of bays, inlets and 
coves. With spectacular 
beaches and striking geolo- 
gy, looking out across the 
Atlantic Ocean will take 
your breath away. 

A small curved peninsula 
sitting in Smith Cove, the 
Rocky Neck Art Colony in 
Gloucester is the oldest continually operating artist colony 
in the country. When you first turn onto Rocky Neck 
Avenue, Sailor Stan’s will instantly catch your eye. Painted 
orangey-yellow with green and purple panels, you can’t miss 
it. But flamboyant colors are more the rule than the excep- 
tion for this settlement of working artists. For over 150 
years artists have been coming to this enchanted enclave, 
many distinguished, such as Winslow Homer, Childe 
Hassam, Edward Hopper and Emile Gruppe to name a few. 
Gloucester’s famous “Man at the Wheel” memorial to lost 
fishermen was created by Leonard Craske in his studio at 
Rocky Neck in the 1920s. Authors Louisa May Alcott and 
Rudyard Kipling and other well-known writers frequented 
Rocky Neck. 

What makes Rocky Neck different from all the other pop- 
ular seaside destinations is that it’s not touristy. Its pri-

TEWKSBURY-—State 
Senator Barry Finegold and 
State Representative Jim 
Miceli announced Tuesday 
that the Massachusetts 
Cultural Council (MCC) has 
awarded grants totaling 
$6,440 to the Tewksbury 
Cultural Council. 

This grant supports a wide 
variety of cultural activities 
and projects that benefit 
local residents such as aid- 
ing school field trips, library 
projects, art shows, and 
more. The statement also 
asserts that the grant “sup- 
ports jobs in the nonprofit 
cultural sector.” The 
announcement was made as 
part of MCC’s statewide 
funding program. 

“MCC grants help to 
ensure that the unique cul- 
tural resources in 
Tewksbury and the extraor- 
dinary breadth of cultural 
activity across the 
Commonwealth continue to 
flourish and benefit our citi- 
zens today and for years to 
come,” Finegold said. “The 
.impact of state support for 
the arts, humanities, and 


sciences is significant. The 
Tewksbury Cultural Council 
really makes an effort to 
support a variety of groups 
and programs so I look for- 
ward to see what the Council 
introduces the town to this 
year.” 

“It is a pleasure to put 
funding in an area that has 
been so dramatically 
impacted these last few 
years. This is probably one 
of the best investments we 
can make in the community. 
Contributing to the cultural 
betterment of our citizens 
creates a lasting benefit,” 
said Miceli. 

The grants were part of 
MCC’s $8 million statewide 
investment in the nonprofit 
cultural sector. Tewksbury 
will benefit from the Local 
Cultural Councils program 
which was funded this year 


at $2.3 million. 
According to the release, 
Local Cultural Councils 


(LCCs) comprise the most 
extensive public cultural 
funding network in the 
nation. They provide fund- 
ing to every Massachusetts 


city and town through 329 
local councils and more than 
2,300 volunteers. The coun- 
cils support local arts and 
history, fund school field 
trips, and sponsor local con- 
certs and exhibitions. 
Grants to local councils 
range from $3,870 for the 
smallest towns to $74,270 for 
Worcester and $133,320 for 
Boston, according to a for- 
mula that reflects the state's 
local aid system. 

The MCC is a state agency 
supporting the arts, sci- 
ences, and humanities, to 
improve the quality of life in 
Massachusetts and its com- 
munities.

election comes _ closer. 
“Wilmington is important, 
and you can expect to see 
me there very often.” 

Gordon secured strong sup- 
port in Bedford, which 
turned out a high 20 percent 
of registered voters, with 655 
votes. Murphy, who 
announced he would not run 
for re-election after the bal- 
lot:closed, came in second in 
Bedford with 427 votes. 
Fionda earned just 102 votes, 
and once again, Mooney 
received no votes. 
Burlington, Fionda’s home- 
town, turned out 13.3 per- 
cent, but while winning the 
town with 454 votes to 
Murphy’s 262 and Gordon’s 
257, it was not enough to 
overpower the gap created 
in Bedford. Mooney picked 
up 41 votes in Burlington. 

In the Democrat for the 
Senate race, Elizabeth 
Warren came away 555 votes 
out of 712 votes cast. 126 
votes were blanks, and 31 
votes were write in candi- 
dates. Elizabeth Warren 
commanded 78 percent of 
the vote, and blanks consti- 
tuted 17 percent of the vote, 
leaving write in candidates 
with 5 percent. 

The Republican for the sen- 
ate race results showcased 
Scott Brown earning 606 out 
of 619 votes cast. This 
earned him 98 percent of the 
republican vote, with the 
remaining two percent con- 
stituting a miniscule number 
of blanks and write in candi- 
dates. 

In the Democratic 
Representative in Congress 
race, John F. Tierney earned 
546 of 712 votes, constituting 
76 percent of the vote. 155 
votes were blank, and 11 
votes were write-in candi- 
dates. Blanks constituted 22 
percent of the vote, with the 
write in vote consisting of 
two percent. 

In the Republican 
Representative in Congress 
race, Richard Tisei com- 
manded 543 of 619 votes. 
This constituted 87 percent 
of the popular vote. Write in 
candidates earned 7 votes, 
and the remaining 69 votes 
were blanks. Blanks occu- 
pied 11 percent of the vote, 
and write in candidates 


earned just over 1 percent. 


WoWo's Goodies 


In the Democratic 
Representative in General 
Court Race, 19 term incum- 
bent Miceli won in the 
precincts he _ represents, 
earning 549 of 618 possible 
votes. This constitutes 88 
percent of the vote. 5 write 
in candidates and 64 blanks 
represent the rest of the 618 
possible votes. 

Miceli’s opponent, 
Tewksbury Selectman 
Douglas Sears, earned 587 of 
753 votes cast in the 
Republican Representative 
in Congress primary. With 
153 blanks and 13 write-ins 
in this race, Sears received 
78 percent of the vote, and 
blanks constituted twenty 
percent of the vote. 

Ken Gordon won the pri- 
mary race for Charlie 
Murphy’s seat, beating out 
David Fionda and Virginia 
Mooney overall, even though 
he only earned 7 votes in 
Wilmington. Although he 
hardly campaigned here, as 
the seat covers Burlington 
and Bedford as Precinct 3 in 
Wilmington, Mr. Gordon has 
stated that he intends to 
ramp up his campaigning in 
town as the election comes 
Closer. “Wilmington is 
important, and you can 
expect to see me there very 
often.” 

Gordon’s opponent will be 
Republican Walter Zenkin, a 
selectman from Burlington 
who ran a successful write 
in campaign, earning more 
than 650 votes total, with 
just 25 in Wilmington’s 
Precinct 3. Zenkin is excited 
for the general election and 
believes that voters “Have 
been very receptive to my 
record as a public servant 
for finding commonsense 
solutions to problems.” 
Zenkin plans to campaign 
hard in Wilmington and this 
promises to be an interest- 
ing and closely contested 
race. 

For the position of coun- 
cilor, Democrat Eileen Duff 
earned 288 of 712. This con- 
stitutes 40 percent of the 
votes cast. There were a 
large number of blanks, 196, 
which constitute 27 percent 
of the vote. ‘The remaining 
votes were 82 for Donald 
Bumiller, 90 for David 
Eppley, 66 for George 
O’Brine, and a solitary write 


in vote. 

In the Republican race for 
Councilor, Maura _ L.P. 
Ciardiello won 839 of 1148 
votes. This constitutes 73 
percent of the vote, leaving 
319 votes for write-in candi- 


dates and blanks. 
Michael A Sullivan ran 
unopposed for the 


Democratic position of clerk 
of courts, and received 545 
votes of the 712 cast, the 
remaining votes being left 
blank. 

Richard Howe received 534 
votes of the 712 cast, with 3 
write in votes and 175 blanks 
being cast as well, in the 
election for Register of 
Deeds. 

Peter J. Koutoujian 
received 544 votes of 712 cast 
for the position of Sherriff, 
the remaining 168 votes con- 
sisting of 163 blanks and 5 
write in candidates. 

Looking at the percentage 
of total vote by party, the 
Republican candidates seem 
to be more uniformly sup- 
ported. With Scott Brown 
earning 98 percent of the 
vote, Tisei earning 87 per- 
cent of the vote, and Sears 
earning 78 percent of the 
vote, Republicans seem to be 
united in their ideas about 
who should be in office 
across all stations in this 
election. All of these candi- 
dates ran unopposed, and 
the differing percentages of 
support from voters indicate 
overall voter interest and 
support. In this case, Scott 
Brown is clearly the republi- 
can’s champion. 

The Democrats did not fare 
so well across the board. 
Their best showing came 
from Rep. Miceli, who 
earned a strong 88 percent 
of the vote, and higher com- 
parative party support than 
his republican opponent. 
Tierney, with 76 percent of 
the vote, followed Elizabeth 
Warren, who enjoyed 78 per- 
cent of the vote. These can- 
didates also all ran unop- 
posed, and their underper- 
formance in comparison to 
their republican adversaries 
(excepting Rep. Miceli) indi- 
cates a loose party support 
among. There is still plenty 
of time to November for the 
candidates to court voters of 
all parties, along with inde- 
pendents.

Challenges. This is the sec- 
ond year that Wilmington 
won gold in this contest. 
Beyond scoring well in the 
challenge, the compiling of 
these statistics and imple- 
mentation of changes has 
had many positive effects in 
Wilmington. The increased 
educational presence in 
schools have educated stu- 
dents about the necessity— 
both for legal compliance 
and physical safety—of 
using the safety belt when in 
acar. Increased presence of 
Wilmington Police has 
reduced the average speed 
of vehicles in Wilmington 
neighborhoods. A sobriety 
checkpoint allowed police 
officers to arrest 11 people 
driving under the influence 
last July. Another sobriety 
checkpoint allowed 


Wilmington Police to arrest 
4 people, 1 of which was a 
repeat offender.

Miceli’s challenger, 
Tewksbury selectman Doug 
Sears’ campaign raised the 
issue, sending out press 
statements on the score- 
card, and Miceli’s score, to 
local media. 

Miceli scored negatively 
Municipal Health Reform, 
Child-Care Workers 
Unionization, Health Care 
Cost Containment, and 
Health Insurance 
Mandates. The issues that 
AIM scored rep Miceli pos- 
itively for were 
Unemployment Insurance 
Rate Freeze 2011 and 2012, 
and the State Government 
Finance Reform proposal. 
Rep Miceli did not vote on 
the Fair Share assessment 
issue, and was not evaluat- 
ed positively or negatively 
for it. 

When asked to comment 
on the AIM report, Miceli 
remarked that he has tradi- 
tionally been one of the top 
scorers in the AIM rank- 
ings, and that one year 
should not be indicative of 
his overall performance as 
a legislator. Miceli later 
stated that he had a good 
relationship with AIM and 
that if contacted they would 
say that James Miceli was 
always a good legislator. 


Miceli stated that “What 
is good for AIM is not 
always good for everyone.” 
Miceli said that his loyal- 
ties are to his constituents, 
and the issues that are best 
for the Associated 
Industries of 
Massachusetts would not 
necessarily be good for the 
residents of Wilmington 
and Tewksbury. 
Concerning the Child-Care 
Workers Unionization issue, 
Miceli clarified his point 
and pointed out that he 
voted for child care work- 
ers to have the option to 
vote themselves into union- 
ization, not for their 
express unionization. 
Miceli stated that he is 
interested in looking out for 
the residents of Wilmington 
and Tewksbury, and feels 
like his vote on this issue 
best represents his con- 
stituents. 

Miceli also stated that the 
Hospital Bill would be 
harmful to his constituents 
and not good for his party, 
and debated this issue on 
the floor of the House of 
Representatives. Miceli 
stated that the health care 
bill would have hurt his 
constituents and that vot- 
ing for it would have let his 
supporters and those he 
represents down. 

"My opponent voted 
against the position of 
employers in three bills 
important to AIM,” said 
Tewksbury Selectman Doug 


Sears, who is challenging 
Miceli in the House race 


this year, in a statement, 


citing the Municipal Health - 


Reform bill, 


the Home - 


child-care workers union- - 
ization, and the Health - 
Care Cost Containment bill. - 
Sears stated he would have - 
voted ‘yes’ on those items - 
along with the Fair-Share - 
Assessment Reform, which - 


he would have supported. 


All four items were passed - 
in the House and the Senate ° 
and signed into law by the ° 


Governor. 


In the report, AIM states - 
that the scores for the 2011- - 
12 session are higher than = 
those of 2009-2010, especial- - 
ly in the House, and much - 
better than the results for - 


2007-2008. 


“These are the - 


best numbers we have seen : 
in the ten-year history of - 
our Scorecard, along with - 


2005-2006,” Regan = said, 
adding that there were 
fewer low scorers than ever 
before.

I think 
if we can all run our best, 
especially at the state meet, 
we’ could advance to All- 
States and that’s totally 
unheard of around here. If 
we do that, it would be such 
an amazing accomplish- 
ment.” 

Russo has been with the 
varsity program for five 
years, starting out as a sev- 
enth grader when her older 
sister Natalie was a senior 
captain, who during that sea- 
son broke the course record 
with a time of 19:43.

Erik Alatalo surely has a 
lot on his plate.

He 
also was 40th overall at the 
Division 4 Eastern Mass 
State Meet held at Franklin 
Park in Dorchester last 
November. 

“Erik ran cross country 
for the first time last year 
and came on very strong 
and won the MVP award,” 
said coach Tom Bradley. 
“He is a dedicated runner 
and understands the price to 
do well in this sport. He had 
a great summer training 
season and capped it with a 
terrific showing at (the) 
Falmouth (road race this 
past August). I expect him 
to take a run at the course 
record this season.” 

Alatalo admitted that he 
wants to break the course 
record, and he also wants to 
leap ahead and be ranked 


No. 1 in his class. 
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“I'm a pretty competitive 
person,” he said with a 


‘laugh. 


Perhaps that’s why his 
twin siblings are also three- 
sport athletes. 

“It’s really good (having 
Sam and Rachel around),” 
said Erik. “We all ran in the 
Falmouth Road race togeth- 
er, and we all practice 
together during the track 
seasons. We have a lot of the 
same friends and we hang 
out a lot together especially 
my brother. It’s really nice 
having him on the cross- 
country team with me. I 
think I motivate him and he 
needs that push because 
sometimes he’s a slacker.” 

During this past summer, 
Erik didn’t slack at all when 
it came to getting his work 
in. He hit the streets to 
train, but more importantly 
he took part in that 
Falmouth Road Race and 
did extremely well. 
Featuring over 10,000 partic- 
ipants from all over the 
world, Alatalo finished 140th 
overall in the seven mile 
race with a time of 42:37.

“I definitely want to break 
my sister’s record. I’m get- 
ting close and it’s been a 
goal of mine ever since she 
left. I tell her all of the time 
that I’m going to break it, so 
she knows what to expect,” 
said Sydnee with a big 


laugh. 


Natalie was such a big fac- | 


tor in helping the cross 
country program turn 
around, and Sydnee would 
like nothing better than to 
help keep it going; even if 
it’s just for this one year. 
She said that so many of the 
runners did so much work in 
the off-season which should 
help the team improve from 
its 4-3 record from last year, 
and she was asked what 
kind of off-season workouts 
she did. 

“T usually did two long runs 
in a week, then I would 
spend a day doing speed 
work like 800s and 1,000s, 
then I would have a slow day 
and then another day to 
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work on hills so I did a lot,” 
she said. “It helped me a lot. 
Last year I found out that 
I’m anemic, which put me 
back a little bit, but I’m all 
set for this year and every- 
thing is good.” 

Now that she has her ane- 
mia problem cured, head 
coach Tom Bradley thinks 
Sydnee Russo along with 
O’Connell — who advanced 
last year as an individual to 
the all-state meet — could be 
one of the top tandems this 
program has seen in quite a 
long time. 

“Syd is a real veteran as 
she has been with us since 
she was in the seventh 
grade,” said Bradley. “She 
had a very good season last 
year and should be a domi- 
nant runner for us. She 
could be part of a very tough 
one-two punch with Callie 
this year.” 

Whether or not that hap- 
pens and whether or not the

As the Wilmington High

Unfortunately for Barry

effort to pick up the first 
down, did not dispute the 
call. 

“No, it was short,” Barry 
said.

alliterative villains _like 
“Wedgie Woman” and “Bionic 
Booger Boy,” the series has 
been a huge hit with elemen- 
tary school-aged boys. 

“My son was a good reader, 
but he was a picky reader, and 
Captain Underpants was some- 
thing he read over and over 
and over again,” said 
Abramson. “My son and I have 
the same type of sense of 
humor, so I started reading 
them.” 

Abramson also sought to 
educate not only Jews and 
interfaith families, but non- 
Jews as well. The setting of 
each book is a Jewish holiday, 
starting with “Rabbi 
Rocketpower and the Mystery 
of the Missing Menorahs - A 
Hanukkah Humdinger.” Since it 
falls near Christmas, 
Hanukkah is a holiday familiar 
to most non-Jews. 

“T figured if I couldn’t sell a 
book about Hanukkah, then I 
couldn’t sell a book,” laughed 
Abramson. “As I went along, I 
tried to incorporate other holi- 


days (into the series) to not 
only teach Jewish children 
about our traditions, but to 
teach children of other faiths 
about our traditions as well.” 

Subsequent books in the 
series have focused on 
Passover, one of the High Holy 
days which commemorates the 
emancipation of the Jewish 
people from Egyptian rule; 
Shabbat, the Jewish day of 
rest; and Purim, a festive holi- 
day that commemorates the 
deliverance of the Jews from 
the Persian empire. 

The. theme of each book 
centers around the heroics of 
Rabbi Rocketpower, a female 
rabbi who must save the day 
from aliens who unknowingly 
try to disrupt a Jewish tradi- 
tion. For instance, in 
“Hanukkah Humdinger,” the 
aliens steal menorahs to pro- 
vide them with fuel to return to 
their planet because their 
spaceships have run out of gas. 
There are no “bad guys,” as the 
aliens are not acting out of 
malice.

Abramson also wove mem- 
bers of her family into the 
books.

Although it's Jack who 
undergoes the biggest trans- 
formation in "Lawless," the 
movie centers around 
Forrest. As he showed in 
"The Dark Knight Rises," 
Hardy (who played the vil- 
lain Bane in the latest 
Batman film) is skilled at 
making silence look and feel 
menacing. Here as Forrest 
he barely speaks and-does- 
n't move around much, in 
great contrast to Guy 
Pearce's Jimmy Cagney- 
like performance as a law- 
man trying to shut him 
down. 

Hardy lets the audience 
see the decency and moral 
code that drives Forrest, 
and morals are the main 
focus of "Lawless" - the 
movie spends less time on 
character development than 
on establishing what people 
will do to protect what's 
important to them. 

Every second of 
"Lawless" feels amped up 
and charged. The film 
builds toward a confronta- 
tion between. quiet Forrest 
and Pearce's lawman 
(Pearce is fun to watch) 

Things come to a head on 
a covered bridge. This is the 
confrontation the whole 
movie has been building 
toward, and it's a doozy, big 
and bloody. You could 
almost say there are two 
parts of "Lawless": the 
parts where bad things hap- 
pen and the parts where 
we're waiting for bad things 
to happen. 

As thrilling as the bad 
things are, the waiting, the 
building tension, is what 
makes "Lawless" such a 
good take.

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How to floss 
more effectively 


_ Dentists frequently advise patents to floss more often. 

» Flossing is the key to preventing tartar buildup at the gum line 
, and to reduce bleeding between teeth from enflamed gum tissue. 
, Still, many overlook the benefits of flossing or simply do not 
- know how to floss effectively. 

The purpose of flossing is to remove food particles that 
> become lodged in places a toothbrush cannot reach, such as 
"under the gum line and between the teeth. Flossing should not 
. take the place of brushing. Instead, use flossing i in conjunction 
with brushing. 

-. ‘To floss more effectively, find a floss product that is easy to 

_use and comfortable. Floss comes in nylon or multifilament 

- varieties, as well as PFTE or monofilament floss. There also are 

: floss brushes and single-use floss sticks that can facilitate floss- 
_ ing and cleaning teeth. Floss that's comfortable makes flossing 
more enjoyable. Otherwise, you may put off flossing if it is cum- 
bersome or difficult. 

To make the most of flossing, employ the proper technique. 
If you have teeth that have tight contact points, you probably 

_ will want to use a monofilament floss that will not shred or 
- break apart. Others may be able to work with a nylon floss. 
Floss also may come in waxed varieties for easier gliding 
» between the teeth. Still other floss have fluoride already on 
, them to help prevent cavities. 


_ * To begin flossing correctly, start with a piece of floss about 
, 18 inches in length. Wind the excess floss around your middle 
. fingers and keep about 2 inches handy between thumb and index 
. finger for use between the teeth. 


* Use a gentle sawing motion between the teeth to work the 
floss along the natural curve of the teeth and also where each 
yfooth meets the gum line: 


: > *Do not snap the floss against the gurns. Doing so can cause 
$ ranma to the tissue. 


‘+! * Angle the floss so it forms a "C" shape and hugs the tooth. 

' Slide the floss up and down each tooth and make sure it gently 
 Boes a little below the gum line. Repeat on the opposite side of 
- éach tooth as well. 


: : * As you floss each tooth, release clean floss from your fin- 
: gers so you have a fresh area for cleaning the next tooth. 


: * Follow up flossing with brushing to remove any errant bits 

- of food and plaque. Then rinse your mouth with water or mouth- 
wash. It is adviseable to floss twice a day before brushing. 
However, once a day will be sufficient and should be reserved 
for before bed.

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Signs of domestic violence to look for 


Domestic violence is a 
problem that can affect any- 
one at anytime. Considering 
victims are usually frightened 
by their abusers, they often 
suffer in silence. 

The Domestic Violence 
Resource Center says that 1 in 
4 women has experienced 
domestic violence in her life- 
time. Estimates range from 
960,000 incidents of violence 
against a current or former 
spouse, boyfriend or girlfriend 
to 3 million women who are 
physically abused by their 
husbands or boyfriends per 
year. Men can also be victims 
of domestic violence at the 
hands of their female part- 
ners, and abuse can occur 
between same-sex couples as 
well. However, the Bureau of 
Justice Statistics indicates 
that women ages 20-24 are at 
the greatest risk of nonfatal 
intimate partner violence. 

Domestic violence comes 
in many forms, including 
physical, emotional and ver- 
bal abuse. Many victims of 
domestic violence are bat- 
tered into secrecy or are 
embarrassed that they are 
being abused and do not share 
their experiences with others. 
Others might not even realize 
that what they are experienc- 
ing constitutes abuse. But 
there are some signs of 
domestic violence that can be 
observed, and a third party 
may be able to intervene. 


* A partner who harbors 
unrealistic expectations: 
Experts say that those who 
engage in domestic violence 
are generally perfectionists 
and expect those around them 
to. reach unattainable goals 
and their own perfection. 
Violence may result when 
things do not go off without a 
hitch. 


* A partner who is control- 
ling: When a person insists 
their victim account for all of 
his or her time, the relation- 
ship may eventually turn abu- 
sive. This behavior generally 
stems from feelings of insecu- 
rity and poor self-esteem on 
the part of the abusive indi- 
vidual, which is then project- 
ed to the partner in terms of 
abusive words or distrust. 


* Escalating threats: In 
many cases, domestic vio- 
lence begins with verbal 
assaults that may develop into 
physical threats. Whether the 
abuse is verbal or physical, it 
can have profound and long- 
lasting effects on the victim. 
For those who observe a per- 
son continually brow-beating 
a spouse or talking badly 
about him or her, this may be 
an indication of an abusive

relationship. 


* A partner with a notice- 
able temper: Sometimes a 
temper goes hand-in-hand 
with domestic violence. An 
individual with a short fuse 
and a propensity for lashing 
out with minimal patience in 
areas outside of his or her 
relationship may be equally 
short-fused in the relation- 
ship. 


* A partner who limits 
access to money, belongings 
or the car: You may notice 
your friend or family member 
continually having to ask per- 
mission to use the car or visit 


with people. Some friends 
complain about not having 
access to the checkbook or 
being kept on a strict budget. 
While the circumstances do 
not always indicate a case of 
domestic violence, they may 
be warning signs that some- 
thing is not right. 


* Hidden bruises or excuses 
for injuries: Michigan State 
University's Safe Place indi- 
cates that injuries that are 
covered up and happen with 
some frequency could be a 
sign of domestic violence. If 
someone you know is trying to 
downplay frequent injuries, it 
may be a red flag. 


* Conflict avoidance: 
Usually those who are in abu- 
sive relationships try to avoid 
conflict and rarely speak up or 
voice their own opinions. 


* Personality changes: 
Withdrawal, inability or not 
wanting to meet up with 
friends, loss of enthusiasm, or 
any other personality changes 
may be indicative of someone 
that is being abused. 

Domestic violence is some- 
thing that takes many forms 
and is often hidden. But there 
may be some warning signs 
that can be observed through 
an outside party.

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Reading in good hands with Maney

At 6-2 and 195 pounds, Ryan Maney is a big re- 
ceiver, especially by high school standards. His size 
and strength allow him to outfight defensive backs 
for the ball and provides a big target for star junior 
quarterback Drew Belcher. But what makes the 
Reading High senior the complete package is his 
speed and athleticism. 

An all-star hurdler, jumper, and sprinter on the 
track teams, -Maney can outrun most defensive 
backs. Linebackers don’t have a chance. 


evapecamean The numbers bear out 
2 READING __ his unique blend of abili- 
Lise ties, With 37 catches for 
637 yards in the 2011 season, Maney tied class of 
2001’s Dave Kaloyanides’ school record for receptions 
in a season. He also caught a team-best seven touch- 
downs and earned first team all-star honors. Maney’s 
senior season is off to a similar hot start. In the sea- 
son opener against Lawrence he caught two passes 
for 30 yards, with both catches going for touchdowns. 

“He’s obviously extremely fast, and he’s running 
much better routes now to enhance his speed,” said 
head coach John Fiore. “His blocking has really im- 
proved a lot as well.” : 

Maney’s improvements on the football field are 
the direct result of his hard work in the offseason. 
He credits his success to his time in the weight room, 
playing in a seven on seven passing league, and sup- 
plementing that with additional offseason route-run- 
ning work with Belcher and fellow receivers Jared 
Barros, Alex Valente, and Dylan Swaebe. But most 
of all he points to track, and to veteran track coach 
Hal Croft. 

“He’s the most inspirational person. I’ve ever 
met,” said Maney, of Croft. “He’s taught me how to 
think, how to act, how to stop being a dumb kid and 
become an adult. Track not only gets you faster, but 
it helps you as a student, and how to manage your 
time.” 

Maney has a couple of highlight reel catches on 
his resume from the 2011 season, now available on 
Youtube. In a 28-27 win over Wakefield he hauled in a 
26-yard touchdown catch from Belcher at the back of 
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the end zone while falling down. Against Lexington 
he caught a routine pass on a slant pattern and 
turned it into a school record 92-yard touchdown, 
running straight through the Minuteman secondary 
in a gear none of the defenders could match. 

“Receivers often have the most inconsistent im- 
pact on a game, yet the most dramatic impact on a 
game,” Fiore said. “If you think about all the things 
that need to go well in order (for a wide receiver) to 
touch the ball, but when you have a dramatic re- 
ceiver, it can change the way a team approaches the 
game.” 

Other teams around the league are taking notice 
of Maney and making adjustments. He often gets a 
safety over the top to provide extra coverage. Last 
year in the Woburn game the Tanners assigned their 
best athlete Chucky Ortiz to shadow Maney all over 
the field; Burlington did the same with its best player 
Marcus Odiah. But Maney still makes big plays. 

“If they put a safety over the top that allows my 
teammates to play 10 on nine,” said Maney, who also 
credits receivers coach Mike Caron for his develop- 
ment as a player. “We can run so many sets, it’s hard 
to prepare for us. We have a ton of athletes on our 
team.” 

Maney is first and foremost a receiver but this 
year the team is asking him to do more. The Rockets 
occasionally run him on reverses and he doesn’t shy 
away from contact. During Friday’s opening night 
win over Lawrence Maney got the call on a two-point 
conversion rush. Hit at the goalline, he powered over 
a would-be Lawrence tackler to stake the Rockets to 
a 20-0 lead. 

Maney was also named special teams player of 
the week for the Lawrence game. He made a couple 
tackles on the kickoff team and knocked a Lawrence 
punt returner into the end zone, allowing teammate 
Matt O’Leary to recover a fumble at the one-yard 
line that led to a Reading touchdown. Fiore said he 
may even see time on defense at some point this sea- 
son. 

“If he needs me to run a jet sweep, I'll run a je 
sweep,” Maney said. “I completely trust coach Fiore

“I am very happy with the way they are playing 
and I think the other seniors and captains feel the 
same way.” 


And while the season may not have gotten off to’ 


the start the Wildcats were hoping for with their 21-0 
loss to Arlington on Friday night, Ahern is confident 
that he and his teammates will bounce back and have 
a great season. 

“I definitely feel like we will do well,” he said.

Last year as a junior he had five catches with a 
touchdown while making 27 stops on defense. He also 
took over the punting duties junior year and showed 
a very strong leg averaging 39.9 per kick with a long 
boot of 66 yards. 

Having played football since the Pop Warner E 
level, starting as a sophomore was not lost on him.

There is a different good feeling around the 
Stoneham High football team this season. 

In previous years the Spartans were emotionally 
weighed down by a losing streak that reached as 


high as 32 games. 
STONEHAM snapped last year and 
~ with anew coach in Bob 
Almeida, a new attitude, and 13 returning starters 
there is a sense of optimism surrounding the pro- 
gram in the early going of 2012. 

None of those returnees will be as important as 
6-2, 165-pound senior quarterback Andrew Cann. 

He is a three-year starter, which means he 
called the signals for a winless team in 2010, a team 
that finished 2-9 and laid the foundation for the fu- 
ture of Stoneham football last season. Now this fall 
the Spartans hope to compete for a Middlesex 
Freedom (Small) crown and capture the program’s 
first winning season since 2006. 

But, one step at a time. 

“We’ve got a lot of talent,” said Cann. “And a lot 
of experience. A bunch of us have been playing for 
a few years now so the coaches are expecting a lot 
out of us, and we expect to have a solid season.” 

Cann had a good junior campaign in which he 
threw for 946 yards and seven TDs while adding an- 
other on the ground. Those are impressive num- 
bers in an offense that ran the ball over 70 percent 
of the time. 

He looks poised to blow those numbers away this 
fall after throwing for 164 yards on seven for eight 
passing and four touchdowns in a season-opening 
34-6 win over Whittier Tech. 

When ‘asked about the performance, which 
earned him Player of the Week honors in both 
Boston newspapers, Cann deflected praise. 

“It was fun,” said Cann. “There was a different 
feeling out there. We were playing hard and playing 
good. I had great protection and my receivers gave 
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That skid was 


me a lot to work with on the outside. It was a really 
good team effort.” 

The performance did not come as a surprise to 
Almeida, who because of Cann and his group of re- 
ceivers, hopes to throw the ball more in his first 
season as the head man at Stoneham. 

“We want to be more balanced offensively,” said 
Almeida, who has had head coaching stops at 
Malden Catholic and Wilmington. “We competed in 
the 7-on-7 passing camps and you could see the 
strides (Cann) was making. I thought he looked as 
good as anyone out there playing quarterback.” 

As any quarterback will tell you, it is important 
to have good people to throw to. Cann believes he 
has that in a receiving group led by Eric Mooney, 
Dylan Owens and David Labossiere. Tight end Eric 
DeMario has also proved to be a valuable weapon 
for Cann over the past two seasons. 

“Our skill players are unreal,” Cann said. “The 
speed and the height we have on the outside is awe- 
some. I just throw it up and they go get it.” 

Cann appears humble and hardworking on the 
field, and he seems to endear himself to teammates 
pepe he is a football player, not just a quarter- 

ack. 

His team first nature is evidenced again when 
asked about the strides he has made from his first 
start two years ago to now. 

“I have more confidence,” said the quarterback. 
“And that is because I have confidence in everyone 
around me. The receivers have been with me, so we 
have great chemistry. The line has been protecting 
me, so I have a lot of faith in them.” 

The team also has faith in Cann, and believes in 
his final year under center that the one-sided con- 
tests against Middlesex League foes are a thing of 
the past.

Maybe being the son of former 
standout Reading High football 
running back Excell Walker, who 
led Reading to Super Bowl victo- 
ries in 1995 and 1996, had the most 
influence on current Burlington 
High football running and defen- 
sive back Marcus Odiah’s deci- 
sion to play football.

It is a long way up after a 1-9 season, but at least 
there is a lot of room for growth. 

Leading the Winchester High football team this 
fall is quarterback Tim Mangano, a somewhat re- 
luctant captain who will be feeding off his team- ‘ 
mate’s desire to succeed in guiding the Sachems.

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Mangano was still good enough to crack the lineup 
as a safety as a sophomore. 

Prior to his junior year, the Sachem program ex- 
perienced some upheaval as Winchester’s coach at 
the time, Paul Sobolewski, felt pressured to resign. 
Mangano did not say it was a contributing factor 
but he made the decision not to come out for the 
team his junior year. 

His decision held up until three days before the 
season-opener. 

“T had been playing football for awhile and I did- 
n’t know if I wanted to continue,” said Mangano. 
“But after a couple weeks went by I realized I 
missed it so I came back.” 

It was a tumultuous first season under new 
coach Wally Dembowski for Mangano, as a start- 
ing quarterback, and for everyone involved. 

The highlights came in a lone victory over 
Stoneham when Mangano threw two touchdown 
passes in a 28-14 decision, and against Watertown 
where he threw two more touchdown passes and 
threw for a season-high 131 yards. 

“It was confusing,” said Mangano, of being the 
starting quarterback. “We had a new coach and dif- 
ferent plays. We only had three kids on the team 
who had played varsity football before that and we 
played some tough opponents right from the start.” 

The quarterback portion of Mangano’s season 
came to an end in week seven when he injured his 
hand leading up to the game at Arlington. After a 
bad first half against the Spy Ponders, the hand 
was not feeling right. It was later discovered 
Mangano had a fractured thumb. He was limited to 
playing safety with a large cast on his hand for the 
last three games. 

“Tim is a tough kid with a good attitude,” said 
Dembowski, prior to the game with Greater Lowell. 
“We need to figure out the last hurdle to get us in 
the win column and Tim is starting to understand 
the game more and what we as coaches are trying 
to accomplish.” 

The circumstances are different for Winchester 
this season. The players are settling into the new 
system in the second year with Dembowski and 
there are several returning players this year who 
are another year bigger, stronger and wiser. 

“We want to keep heading forward,” said 
Mangano, who spent the summer working out with 
his teammates and working on his passing accu- 
racy.

Reading opened its season with a 46-2 trouncing of 
non-league Lawrence in which Belcher threw a pair of 
touchdowns to senior wide receiver Ryan Maney. Maney 
tied a school record with 37 catches last year, including a 
team-best seven touchdowns. He leads a talented receiving 
corps that also includes senior Jared Barros (27 catches for 
360 yards in 2011) and Dylan Swaebe. Tight ends Chris 
Godwin and Rob DiLoreto are first-year starters but will also 
figure into the passing game. 

Senior Alex Valente (5-8, 175) is a returning starter at 
tailback and also lines up as a wide receiver at times in the 
Rockets’ spread offense. 

Seniors Peter Fodera (5-10, 220) and Matt Comerford 
(6-5, 275) are returning starters and all-stars and anchor 
the right side of Reading’s offensive line. Senior Brian 
Callahan (6-2, 245) and juniors John Donnellan (6-2, 220), 
Jimmy King (5-8, 235), and Andrew Bourque (6-2, 220) will 
figure into the rotation. 

Free safety Greg Connery and middle linebacker Liam 
Kenneally anchor the Rockets’ defense. Kenneally led the 
team with 80 tackles as a sophomore, while Connery (sec- 
ond on the team with 76 tackles) is a rare three-year starter. 
Fodera, Bourque, Donnellan, and Comerford anchor the 


defensive line. DiLoreto and Zack Krugman are the outside 
linebackers. Barros and Valente start at the corners while 
Godwin plays alongside Connery at safety. 

The Rocket captains this year are Connery, Comerford, 
Fodera, and Barros. 


2. WOBURN 


Once again the Tanners did not 
get their season off to a good start as 
Acton-Boxborough made Woburn 
look inferior in the season opener. 
But, that will be OK if the Tanners fol- 
low the same path as a season ago 
when they rebounded to finish with a 
6-4 overall record for their first winning campaign since 
2007. 

Rocky Nelson’s crew will have to do it without one of its 
all-time great running backs as Chuck Ortiz, last year’s ML 
Large School MVP, has graduated. 

Woburn has four starters back on offense and four on 
defense. Many of whom are the same players. Of the four 
Tanner captains, three of them have been in the starting 
lineup since their sophomore years. David Pratt (TE/DE), 
Rory O’Brien (T/DT) and A.J. Santiago (G/DT) have seen 
plenty of action the past two seasons and will be looking to 
lead this team. The other captain, fullback Jared O’Brien (5- 
8, 175) rushed for 489 yards and five touchdowns last sea- 
son. 

The Tanners are counting on sophomore tailback Marvin 
Jean (5-11, 180) to give the offense a boost. He was the 
first sophomore tailback to start the season opener for the 
Tanners since Craig Iverson in 1998. 

Also, senior quarterback Ryan Glavin (6-1, 185) started 
the final three games a year ago and led the team to three 
victories. Woburn wants to throw the ball more this year so 
Glavin will be counted on to produce. 

Defensively the front four of Pratt, Santiago, Rory 
O’Brien and returning stater J.D. Powell (6-1, 185) should 
be formidable. The new linebacking crew is unproven as is 
the secondary espeically with returning safety Justin 
Grooms out with a stress fracture in his foot. 

Woburn did not look very efficient in the opener, but 
against a quality non-league opponent like Acton-Boxbor- 
ough, that could be understandable. The Tanners expect to 
learn from it and bounce back. 


3. LEXINGTON 


Ayear ago, new Lexington head 
coach George Peterson endured 
some first-year pains as despite an 
experienced team, the Minutemen fell 
to 4-7 last season. 

- Things won't be much easier for 
: Peterson in his second year at the 
helm as the Minutemen lost 18 players to graduation and 
return just two players on both offense and defense. This 
lack of experience and depth will make Lexington’s task to 
remain as competitive as last year a tough challenge. 

Peterson will still use the spread offense he introduced 
last year to this inexperience group. Senior Xander Ericks- 
son (6-3, 175) takes over at quarterback. The only returning 


. running back is senior Kevin Li (5-7, 170), a back-up ball 


carrier last year, with junior newcomers Mike Fernandes 
and Noah Gilbert also expected to carry the ball. 

Ericckson will have one experienced wide receiver to 
throw to in junior Rhett Adley (5-7, 140), while seniors Ryan 
Wilson (5-9, 134) and Valdir Aliati (6-0,165), junior Connor 
Murphy, and senior tight end Antonio DiRamio (5-11, 177) 
will also be passing targets. 

Newcomers inherit the offensive front line, as seniors 
Nick Nerolien (6-2, 285) and Russell luliano (6-0, 197) will 
be the tackles, senior Yaseen Gholizadeh (6-0, 205) and 
junior Henry Muter (6-0, 192) will be the guards, and senior 
Joe Previte (5-11, 192) will be the center. 

On the defensive side, Nerolien and junior James 
McLaughlin (5-10, 215) will be the tackles, while Gilbert and 
Gholizadeh will be the ends. ; 

Behind the defensive line, Previte and senior Cody 
Myers (5-8, 175) will be the inside linebackers, while Fer- 
nandes and junior Shawn Phelan (5-11, 145) will be the 
outside linebackers. Lexington’s limited defensive experi- 
ence is in the secondary, where Adley returns along with 
Murphy as the cornerbacks, while Wilson will be the safety. 


4. ARLINGTON 


While everything from the 
league to the players and the head 
coach were new for the Spy Pon- 
ders last year, the mostly inexperi- 
enced team endoured some 
growing pains and needed some 
time to learn new head coach John 
Dubzinski’s new system. As a re- 
sult, the Spy Ponders finished their first season in the Mid- 
dlesex League with a disappointing 3-8 overall record. 

But now things should at least be better for Arlington this 
season than they were a year ago with more experience 
and depth. The Spy Ponders not only lost just 12 players to 
graduation, but return 10 starters, five each on offense and 
defense, who have had a year to get used to Dubzinski’s - 
double-wing offense. Arlington should have enough added 
experience and depth everywhere to at least be more com- 
petitive than it was last year especially in last Friday’s 21-0 


win over Wilmington is any indication. 


One spot the Spy Ponders will have some experience is 
at quarterback where junior Seth Coiley (6-0, 180), who al- 
ternated there with Jeremy Lee and had two rushing and 
two passing touchdowns last year. Also returning with some 
experience are senior running backs Matt Garcia (6-1, 210) 
and Jayson Witt (5-7, 150), and junior running back Dan 
Colombo (5-9, 155), while the top passing targets for Coiley 
will be junior Zach Thomas (5-11, 185) and senior tight end 
Mike English (6-2, 180). 

Up front the only returnee on the offensive line will be 
senior Spencer Taylor (6-2, 200), who will be a tackle along 
with sophomore Nick Rose (6-0, 200), while juniors Mike 
Greco (6-0, 205) and Sam Jacey (5-11, 190) will be the 
guards, and sophomore Chris Girouard (5-7, 185) will be 
the center. On the defensive line, juniors Pascal Schamber 
(6-0, 230) and Lakota Samuels (5-8, 240) will be the tack- 
les, with Taylor and English at the ends. 

Backing Arlington’s 4-4 set are junior Lucas Hanley (5-8, 
175) and Garcia at inside linebacker, while Thomas and 
junior Marco Saenz-Grant (5-9, 155) will be the outside line- 
backers. What defensive experience Arlington has is in the 
secondary, where senior Hunter Sleeper (5-9, 165) and jun- 
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Burlington lurks as the choice on the other side 


ior Andrew Cunningham (5-9, 150) return as the corner- 
backs, while sophomore newcomer Frank Roache (5-11, 
170) takes over at safety. 


5, BELMONT 


Although an opening night 27-0 loss 
to Melrose is not a good indicator, the 
Marauders hope to improve off their 3-8 
record of 2011. 

Belmont has just five seniors back 
from a year ago, but all are experienced 
and will be key contributors this fall. 

Quarterback Mike Richardson is in his third year as the 
starter, making him the ideal candidate to run an offense with 
a mix of veterans and first-year varsity players. Richardson 
lost many of his favorite targets to graduation, but that opens 
up for a leading role for returning wide receiver Brian Coutts. 

Junior Toussaint is another wide receiver to watch out for, 
as well as tight end Chris Kelly. 

The Marauders also return a top running back in Alex 
Nikolaidis who is coming off a productive junior year. Provid- 
ing the blocking are senior two-way linemen Brandon Sulli- 
van and Alex Cyzpik. 

Coutts and Toussaint are also the starting safeties, while 
Belmont will also get secondary help from cornerbacks Keith 
Burns and Greg Janjigian. 

Kelly will also play linebacker and bolstering that portion 
of the defensive unit is Lucas Fisher and Barrett Lyons. 

“We have more depth than in recent years with 50 kids on 
the team,” said Marauders’ coach Kevin Gildea. “We have 
good senior leadership; now we have to find the right combi- 
nation.

6. WINCHESTER 


After last year’s long season, it 
would be hard to pick the Sachems 
anywhere else but at the bottom of 
the Liberty Division until proven oth- 

- erwise. But Winchester showed last 
weekend in a 27-13 win over 
Greater Lowell it is further along this 
year and could move up to the middle of the pack. 

Co-captain Tim Mangano is clearly in charge of the of- 
fense this year and has a lot more weapons at his disposal - 
than last year. 

Joe Ntege is still Winchester’s most explosive player. He 
can line up in the backfield or in the slot while also dabbling 
in the defensive secondary and returning punts and kickoffs.

John Dooley, Marrocco and sophomore Parker Carey 
lead a linebacker corps that played well on Saturday. 
Costello and Michael Thompson could help them while mix- 
ing time between safety and linebacker. 

Rounding out the secondary are Ntege, George Casey, 
Quinn Johnson and Tim O’Brien at cornerback. 

Dembowski feels better about this year’s team now that 
he has a year under his belt in Winchester and the players 
have a better grasp of the game plan. 


1. BURLINGTON 


With perhaps the top running back duo 
in the Middlesex League, the Red Devils 
stayed in contention for the Small Schools 
Division title last year and finished with a 
7-4 overall record. But a defensive let- 
down led to disappointing losses to Wake- 
field and Wilmington late in the season 
which cost Burlington a chance at post-season play. 

But while losing just 12 to graduation including running 
back Kyle Shields, a four-year veteran, Burlington still has a 
great deal of experience back this season.

Arria will handle the place-kicking duties, Manoukian the 
kickoffs, and Calicchio will be the punter. 
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2. WAKEFIELD 


If the Wakefield High football team 
is going to repeat as Middlesex League 
divisional champions, it will likely have 
to do it in the trenches. 

After going to the MIAA Division 2A 
EMass Super Bow! last year, the War- 
riors are breaking in a new quarterback 
in junior Mike Miller with senior running back Dan Cardillo 
getting a bulk of the work behind him. 

Wakefield's strength is in its lines, led by seniors Mark 
O’Brien and Mike Amentola. Both are offensive tackles and 
standouts on the defensive line as well, and head coach 
Mike Boyages thinks it may be his team’s play on that side of 
the ball that determines its success. 

“We’re not gonna be an overpowering team this year,” 
said Boyages. “Our defense is going to be a big key this year 
for us. | was concerned about our quarterback and backfield 
coming into the year, but | was very pleased with the way 
they performed in the first game.”

Aaron Louis is the team’s leading 
returning rusher and will start the year at tailback for Stone- 
ham. Two names to look out for are fullback A.J. Kirk, who 
missed last season, and David Labossiere a basketball 
player giving football a try this fall and is a long, athletic re- 
ceiver who can make plays downfield. 

On defense, Stoneham will be led by its tri-captains 
Frankie Sparco, Matt Dabenigno and Jared Macone who will 
be the squad’s three starting linebackers. 

Stoneham’s schedule this year looks very back loaded so 
if they hope to finish with the programs first winning record 
since 2006 they must hit the ground running. 

“We need to start fast,” Almeida said. “That schedule is 
only going to get tougher. But we have only won two games 
in four years so everyone here knows we aren't capable of 
overlooking any teams.” 


6. WATERTOWN 


After three straight winning seasons, 
a lot of eyes will be on the Watertown 
High football team to see if it can take 
the next step. ing 

The Red Raiders have gone 6-5, 7-4 
and 6-5 the last three seasons. But after 
rejoining the Middlesex League last 
year, they put up just a 1-4 record in : 
Small Division play, with that one victory coming against last- 
place Stoneham. 

If Watertown is to improve on that mark, it will do so on 
the arm of senior quarterback Joey-Farrar. The Red Raiders 
will likely throw more that most teams in the league, and with 
Farrar’s talent, that could be a good thing.

Eventually Odiah moved over and played quarter- 
back for awhile, but by the time he reached eighth 
grade, Odiah decided he just wanted to be a running 
back like his father was. 

“T started playing football when I was eight years 
old, and I was a running back right away,” said 
Odiah.

Odiah developed his running back talent and skill 
from his Pop Warner “A” coach Tom Montees, whose 
influence on -Odiah became evident just a year later 
when Odiah moved up to Burlington High School.
